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Cold shoulder for cyclists

ile city officials should be commended for finally recognizing the 
Wee and decades-old need for a comprehensive bike plan in 
Edmonton, it’s hard not to be disappointed by the scale—not to 
mention the timeline—of the project. In short, it’s too little, too late. 

Slated to be completed in the laughably distant year of 2018, the proposed bike 
network looks great on paper, but the reality is that it barely meets the bare-mini- 
mum requirements of a city the size of Edmonton. Taking a bike aboard city transit 
shouldn't be a pipedream, it should already be a breeze. Dedicated bike lanes 
should be a requirement anytime a road is built, not an afterthought when it comes 
around to upgrading those roads 20 years later. And 500 kilometres of trails doesn’t 
even come close to addressing the needs of a city 700 square kilometres large that 
sprawls and sprawls over a geographic area bigger than Toronto or Montréal. 

The fact is, it's pathetic that all the city can muster up for a desperately 
needed bike plan is a paltry $100 million spread out over the next decade—if 
they can even manage to approve that much come budget time. Already city 
councillors like Kim Krushell are casting doubt on the future of the desperately 
needed project, saying that it’s too expensive and will likely take a backseat to 
other, more important projects, like road repairs and expansion. 

To give some perspective on the matter, government is looking to spend 
$260 million on the 23rd Ave interchange alone. Let’s not even mention the 
money that they'll be spending on other automobile-oriented projects such as 
the widening of Gateway Boulevard, the completion of the Henday ming road 
or the upgrades to the Quesnell Bridge. 

In the most car-dependent city in Canada, a city in which 77 per cent of the 
population relies solely on the automobile to get around, it seems that that city 
officials don’t care—or might actually be proud—of the fact that they've built 
an un-walkable, un-bikable city with a joke of a public transit system. Just as 
long as we can get more cars on the road, that's all that matters. 

Truly, in the City of Chauffeurs, it seems that cyclists will always be forced to 
ride in the ditch, and the car will always reign supreme. v

Port Hope residents suffer an affliction 
similar to the Stockholm Syndrome in that 
they find no fault with the nuclear industry 
despite overwhelming evidence to the 
contrary. There are two reasons for this. 
First, there are very few jobs left in Port 
Hope as virtually all manufacturing has 
left town in the 30 years since the Canadi- 
an government admitted to the dangers 
caused by our exposure to radiation. 

Secondly, if people admit there is a 
problem, they will have to think about the 
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impact it will have on their health and how 
long they will live. They will also have to 
admit that their families face similar peril. 
The UF6 facility in Port Hope, 
owned by Cameco, has been shut 
down for the past 12 months after 
they discovered contaminants under 
the building. Cameco subsequently 
admitted that the contaminants, 
including uranium and arsenic, have 
been leaching into Lake Ontario for 
decades. This is not unusual for the 
nuclear industry. Both Germany and 
France reported large leaks of 
radioactive material in the past week. 
The evidence of the dangers posed by 
this industry keep mounting. It's only a 
matter of time before we have another 
catastrophic accident somewhere on the 
planet to bring us to our senses and rele- 
gate this energy source to the scrap heap 
of history.

2 Society (KAWS) have been 

travelling the length of the Athabasca 
River Basin. Along the way, they're 
holding conferences in communities 
alongside the river as part of their 
Keepers of the Water tour. The tour 
started on Jul 6 at the river's origins in 
Jasper, and is set to culminate in a five- 
day gathering of environmental organi- 
zations, community leaders and First 
Nations groups in Fort Chipewyan— 
where the fiver ends. 

The aim of the event, according to 
KAWS,.is to highlight the importance 
of the river, as well as the effects that 
the ongoing abuse of this precious 
resource is having on the ecosystem 
and the communities that live along 
the Athabasca. 

“| think a major concern for many of 
us is around what quantities of water 
need to be left in the river [during the 
river's] low-flow conditions in the win- 
ter," explains KAWS co-chair Harvey 
Scott, from his farm in Athabasca. 

A professor emeritus at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta who specialized. in out- 

-deor education-and-eco-tourism, Scott 
is a deeply insightful man of nearly 70 
who has been making noise about 
environmental sustainability since long 
before it was in style to do so. 

As Scott points out, last year—and 
only after a lot of criticism—the Alber- 
ta government finally came up with a 
water-allocation framework to protect 
the Athabasca River and the commu- 
nities that depend on it. But these 
new regulations on corporate water 
usage by companies like Suncor and 
Syncrude, Scott charges, amount to 
little more than a farce, and fall far 
short of addressing the concerns 
raised by those that live by the river. 

“Alberta Environment is not doing 
its duty in monitoring and addressing 
what the impacts are. They tend to 
minimize [the impacts of the tar sands 
development], and their position 
seems to be primarily to run interfer- 
ence for the [companies],” Scott con- 
tinues, “They would never close the 
taps on tar sands projects, even if the 

water levels became very, very low.” 

Essentially, Scott proclaims, a num-

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ber of people in Alberta are now find- 
ing themselves living in what he calls 
the government's “sacrifice zone.” 
The people of the Mikisew Cree 
First Nation make their home in part 
of that sacrifice zone, in Fort 
Chipewyan. The remote northern 
community is just downstream of the 
tar sands developments, and the 
Mikisew depend on the Athabasca 
River for their livelihood. George 
Poitras is the former chief of the 
Mikisew and shares Scott’s concerns 
about the enormous amount of water 
used by industry, an amount that 
some reports say would have other- 
wise been enough to sustain a human 
population of two million people. 
Poitras cites studies that have 
found the river level has dropped by a 
third in just a few decades, but adds 
that in addition to the oil industry's 
negative impacts on water quantity, 
communities are also seeing frighten- 
ing effects on water quality. 
“Recently, we've been observing 
multiple health issues in the community 
of Fort Chipewyan. In the worst cases, 
we're seeing very rare types of cancer 


showing up in our people,” Poitras 
notes. “These are cancers that our doc- 
tor says that you should find one case of 
in every 100 000 people. Our communi- 
ty is 1200 people and we're finding five 
to six cases currently.” 

The doctor Poitras is talking about is 
John’ O'Connor. When O'Connor was 
hired as the town’s fly-in doctor in 
2000, he was quickly astounded by 
what he called a disproportionate 
number of citizens suffering from sick- 
nesses that ranged from thyroid disor- 
ders to a rare form of bile duct cancer. 
Concerned that something might be 
wrong, O’Connor first brought it up 
with his colleagues. In 2006, he took it 
a step further and publicly announced 
on CBC radio his suspicions that tar 
sands development was responsible 
for these health problems. 

However, instead of praising him 
for bringing to light his concern, 
Health Canada demanded that O'Con 
nor be investigated for causing 
“undue alarm” and called on the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Alberta to revoke his medical license 
Today, government officials admit that 
O'Connor may have been right, and a 
comprehensive report on cancer rates 
in Fort Chipewyan is due out this fall. 

The situation is reaching a critical 
point not only in matters of human 
health, Poitras stresses, but in terms of 
the environment as well. Horror stories 
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about grossly deformed fish down- 
stream of the tar sands developments 
abound, as do stories about moose 
and other animals with massively 
enlarged livers. Many Mikisew are now 
afraid to eat animals that were once a 
traditional part of their diet. The area 
around Fort Chipewyan is also home 
to endangered species like the whoop- 
ing crane. Until they are given more 
answers, Poitras concludes, the 
Mikisew First Nation is calling for a 
moratorium on tar sands development 


KiM CAPSTICK, a spokesperson for 


Alberta Environment, isn’t ready to 
commit to such a bold move. She 
Says that the ongoing government 
monitoring of the river, in place since 
the 1970s, has shown no significant 
change in water quality. Any chemi- 
cals in the river, she says, are natural- 
ly occurring, and originate from the 
oily soil in the Athabasca’s riverbank. 
“What's unique about the Athabas- 
ca River, and I think needs to be con- 
sidered when we look at that river 
and where it goes, is that the oil 
sands deposits—quite a large one— 
are there, and the Athabasca River 
actually runs right through the middle 
of [the deposit],” Capstick points out. 
“So if you go upstream of the oil 
sands development projects, you will 
see—on a hot day, for example—you 
can see the oil actually seeping out of 


the river banks, out into that wat

As Scott points out, though 
pendent studies have found seri 
flaws with the way the 
conducts its monitoring 
ments of environmental impact. He 
points to research done by University of 
Alberta ecologists Kevin Timoney : 
David Schindler—among others—that 
has shown that industry is indeed hav- 
ing a significant effect on water quality 
and the environment 


Scott adds that while the issues sur 
rounding the Athabasca River and the 
tar sands are the-easiest to-use as an 
example, the Keepers of the Water are 
concerned about other rivers and 
industnal projects as well. Coal-fuelled 
power plants, the recently proposed 
nuclear power plants and several mas- 
sive damming projects that are cur- 
rently being planned are among the 
other projects that pose a huge danger 
to Alberta’s watersheds—not just the 
Athabasca River, but the Peace and the 
Slave Rivers as well. He wishes that 
the government would force industry 
to find more sustainable ways of using 
these resources, or encourage the use 
of more sustainable power sources like 
solar, wind and geothermal 

“The governments seem to think [the 
oil's] going to go bad,” Scott muses 
“But it’s already been in the ground for 
hundreds of millions of years. So why 
do we have to develop, all of a sudden 
all of it in such a short time frame? | 
don't know the answer to that 

"I have friends who are geologists, 
and a bit of geology background 
myself, and it seems that the stuff isn’t 
going to go bad in the ground. So why 
is there such a hurry?” v

Alberta is booming. Unfettered expan- 
sion in the tar sands has caused eco- 
nomic growth in the province to run 
rampant, but the irresponsibility of the 
Alberta Conservatives has left huge gaps 
in that growth, and many municipal 
organizations have been left to fall 
through the cracks. 

The Alberta government has coined a 
name for institutions whose ability to 
sustain their community infrastructure is 
already undermined seriously by deregu- 
lation: MASH—Municipalities, Academic 
institutions, School boards and the Health 
sector. But what has the provincial gov- 
ernment done to address their concerns? 

Has it called a moratorium on tar 
sands developments to allow for commu- 
nities to catch up and sustain the boom? 
Has it raised royalty rates for internation- 
al oil companies that are making millions 
in profits in order to redistribute the 
wealth to the people who live and work 
in the province? 

Nope, not under the watch of the best 
premier oil money can buy. Instead, the 
provincial government has heralded the 
Trade, Investment and Labour Mobility 
Agreement (TILMA) in an attempt to con- 


vince the MASH organizations that more 
of the same free market logic that has 
created the economic crisis will provide 
the answer to their problems 

TILMA was signed in 2006 between 
BC Premier Gordon Campbell and former 
Alberta premier Ralph Klein without any 
discussion in the legislature of either 
province, and enabling legislation was 
forced through in the early morning hours 
of the longest sitting in the history of the 
Alberta legislature. TILMA was created to 
modify the trade relationship between 
the two provinces in order to create an 
economic union that promotes the max- 
ims of free trade: small government and 
big business 

A major factor in TILMA is to have all 
MASH organizations confined to the com- 
mands of “no obstacles” to corporate 
activity and “non-discrimination” against 
out-of-province corporations, whether or 
Not it benefits communities 

Under TILMA, if any MASH institution 
chooses to privilege a local Albertan 
provider for a contract, an outside organi 
zation from BC would be able to sue the 
province for compensation of up to $5 
million. This is a direct assault on small 
businesses within Alberta and threatens 
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the capacity of local industries to develop 
sustainable local economies: 

The Alberta government seems unwill- 
ing to have a conversation with its citi- 
zens about the dangers of TILMA and 
unable to recognize why a growing num- 
ber of municipalities are opposed to this 
anti-democratic agreement. TILMA 
entrenches a dispute settlement mecha 
nism within a private court syster-—sim- 
ilar to the controversial Chapter 11 of the 
North American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA}—which enables big business 
and powerful individuals to sue the 
provincial government if a MASH sector 
institution does not comply with the 
requirements of the agreement—in other 
words, if a MASH policy undermines their 
access to a free market 

Because of this, TILMA will create a chill 
effect on communities and municipalities 
taking policy leadership on issues like pesti- 
cide bans and healthy school initiatives, 
because of the possibility of lawsuits 


TOP TRADE LAWYER Steven Shrybman 


has questioned the constitutionality of 
TILMA for the way it empowers business- 
es to sue democratically elected institu 
tions. The city solicitor of Saskatoon has 


called the TILMA an attack on “local 
choice.” In fact, both Saskatchewan and 
the Yukon have rejected the agreement 
due to its undemocratic and unconstitu- 
tional nature 

So what does this really mean for the 
decision-making powers and privileges of 
the MASH institutions? And how will it 
affect their ability to mitigate the nega- 
tive effects of growth in the pravince? 

Despite the Alberta government's 
release last week trumpeting that a deal 
has been struck with the MASH sector to 
amend TILMA with only a few minor pro 
visions relating to procurement, land zon- 
ing and business licenses, fears remain 
that the agreement stands to undermine 
the work of MASH institutions and the 
health of local democracy. 

The results of a provincial government 
consultation process with MASH organi- 
zations regarding TILMA implementation, 
entitled “Alberta Background Report on 
Municipalities, Academic Post Secondary 
Institutions, School Districts and Health 
Sector (MASH) Consultations,” reveals a 
number of concerns about the impact of 
the agreement. 

The government document highlights 
unanswered questions about TILMA from 
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the consultations, ranging from the 
impacts of the agreement on municipal 
environmental and ethical procurement 
policies to who will pay for the costs 
incurred in the dispute resolution process 
to whether TILMA will undermin 
‘natural person” powers accorded 
the Municipal Government Act 
which empowers municipalities with the 
freedom to govern unless otherwise 
restricted by legislation 

As for these concerns, the MASH se 
tor is now going to simply have 
and see. But one thing is certain: w 
municipal governments can and can 
to manage their local economies is 
longer in their hands. Their right to dra 
policies to foster community growth 
protect the public from the environmen- 
tal, social and health effects of corporate 
activity has been seriously compromised 

So as the premier avoids dealing with 
the economic, environmental and social 
costs of his tar sands boom, his govern- 
ment takes away the power of municipal- 
ities, school boards and health authorities 
to try and fix the problems themselves. w

Urban foragers find food is plentiful in the cityscape

ne thing that I can say about 
Oweesres and wild-herbi- 
vores is that they're a passion- 
ate bunch. 

“I eat thistles,” announces Kevin 
Stewart, an obviously devoted weed- 
eater. “You have to get them at the 
right stage, big enough that you've got 
enough to eat, but before they get 
woody. You pull off the leaves, break 
up the stem, and inside, there’s the 
pith, which you can eat. It tastes like 
really strong, really sweet celery. I eat 
it raw.” 

But, apart from a thistle-chewing 
habit, Stewart says that he doesn’t eat 
too many weeds or other wild plants. 

“I'm way too urbanized,” he admits. 
‘I'm stranded in the city most of the 
time.” 

This attitude, while very common, is 
simply erroneous: the fact is that 
Edmonton's urbanity is intensely 
green. It’s also very edible. 7 

The notion that living in the city 
means being distant from our food 
supply is also a fairly recent phenome- 
non. Chances are, your grandparents 
thought it was pretty normal to go and 
pick berries, wild asparagus, rose hips 
or stinging nettle when the occasion 
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arose. Dandelions, chickweeds, this- 
tles, high bush cranberries, sow this- 
tle, fiddlehead ferns, wild sorrel, shep- 
hard’s purse, wild mustard, 
chokecherries, cattail ... our city is 
replete with edible plants that blend 
invisibly into the urban fabric. 

Yet when I go berry picking, the only 
other people I ever see are either sur- 
prisingly spry for their advancing age or 
obviously European (as in, they're 
speaking a foreign language) and, most 
of the time, both. I have never seen 
another person in their 20s—except for 
my sisters or our friends—out picking 
berries or collecting wild plants. And 
while we get knowing glances and 
friendly remarks when we pick fairly 
well-known things, like saskatoon 
berries, the one time we were harvest- 
ing high bush cranberries, we were met 
with far more incomprehension. (“You 
can eat those?") 

While, walking down back alleys, ! 
can't help but be shocked by the fact 
that rhubarb, raspberries, apples and 
even saskatoon berries are rotting, 
unharvested. These aren’t even 
species obscure to the cuisine of colo- 
nial culture; my grandparent’s genera- 
tion planted these plants. 

After years of this—and over the 
years, | admit I've become increasingly 
ardent about my wildcrafting (that’s har- 
vesting plants from their natural envi- 
ronments, be they urban or “wild’)—I 
started to wonder about the decline in 
botanical literacy in our society.

Farmer, about it. Professionally, he 
advocates for natural, environmental- 
ly sustainable and food-producing 
green urban environments. Personally, 
he practices what he preaches. His 
favourite wildharvesting is to take the 
pollen of cattails and use it as a flour 
in pancake recipes. 

“I think [the cultural knowledge] is 
being lost,” he agrees. “My East 
European grandparents, on both sides, 
came from Ukraine and Poland, where 
the climate is the same as here. They 
could go out and harvest the same 
plants [as they did in Europe] on sight. 
A couple of generations later, our rela- 
tion to food is oftentimes little beyond 
walking down to the grocery store.” 

According to Berezan, it’s important 
that we start growing edible crops 
within our city limits, but also impor- 
tant that we start to recognize the 
importance of edible native Species. 

The local food movement has 
brought attention to the fact that we 
can eat well by eating in season and 
eating what is grown near to us. The 
same factors that encourage us to 
choose berries over bananas or apples 
over pineapples should be guiding us 
to wildcraft in the city. 

“All the factors converging on us 
{like global warming, biofuels and 
increasing food prices} are changing 
our food supply in a big way, and will 
continue to do so, dramatically, in the 
next decades,” says Berezan. “Good 
local food security is part growing our 
own food, and part [wildcrafting].” 

If you head down your back alley 
with a mind to collecting rhubarb, say, 
the energy exerted in transportation is 
exactly the wear and tear on the soles 
of your shoes. Collecting chamomile 


from the cracks in the pavement, you 
hardly have to worry about dubious 
labour and environmental conditions 
in China (though keeping an eye for 
pesticide use and nearby automobile 
traffic is a good idea). 

Berezan says that the food that can 
grow in urban wild spaces should be 
taken into consideration when plan- 
ning the city. 

“When we develop parkland, school 
grounds, whatever green spaces, we 
need to start incorporating edible and 
nonedible native plant species,” he 
argues. “Most of the landscapes in 
urban areas are human-created, or at 
least human-affected. When we're 
making these choices about these 
landscapes, it's very easy to include 
native species like saskatoon berries, 
pin cherries, high bush cranberries. 
That way, birds have food sources, 
and we have food sources, 

“There's such a disconnection from 
our food,” continues Berezan, “that 
there’s almost a distrust of naturally 
grown food sources, It seems ironic, 
but I think it’s true.” 

There may be mainstream distrust 
of wildcrafting for food, but, for those 
in the know, there’s something else 
going on. In part it’s a nostalgic desire 
to feel more connected to our environ- 
ment. 

In talking to my sister—a frequent 
companion of mine while out pick- 
ing—she resisted the idea that wild- 
crafting is going the way of the dodo. 

“I know people who, independent of 
me, go berry picking. It’s like knitting 
or making your own clothes ... it’s not 
popular broadly speaking, but there’s 
been a resurgence amongst DIY peo- 
ple recently.” 

And for good reason. There's some- 
thing inexplicably and essentially sat- 
isfying about stuffing your mouth with 
a handful of just-picked berries, even 
if you end up fishing out the odd-bug 
or unidentifiable crunchy thing. Even if 
a store-bought blueberry is sweeter, 
juicier and bigger, there’s the feeling of 
being connected to a history of what 
our ancestors did, and what those 
who weren't our ancestors did before 
them. Knowing how to eat plants in 
the neighbourhood green spaces feels 
like partaking in a rare and ancient 
knowledge that has become so far 
from mainstream that it’s practically a 
duty to keep it alive. v

people held within them. 

"For the people on the outside it has 
been traditionally a day that we spread 
awareness about the present system, 
look at the people who have been mar- 
ginalized by it and just promote aware- 
ness about, for example, women who 
have been put in prison because of 
defending themselves against abusive 
partners, things like that,” explains 
Ruby Smith, a member of the Edmon- 
ton Anarchist Black Cross (ABC), a 
prison abolition group which is organ- 
izing events in the city to mark the day. 
“It’s just a day dedicated to awareness 
about the whole system and about the 
people who are suffering because of it.” 


SMITH SAYS that ABc believes we 
should be looking at alternatives to the 
current system of incarceration—under 
which over 230 000 Canadians were in 


some form of custody in 2005-06, the 
latest year for which government sta- 
tistics are available—such as communi- 
ty-based rehabilitation and treatment. 

“As it is we're kind of hitting a wall 
in regards to punishment or treat- 
ment. A lot of people who are incar- 
cerated, say for a year for non-violent 
crimes, actually turn out coming out 
worse on the other end because they 
have been exposed to that kind of cul- 
ture of violence and that kind of cul- 
ture of crime," she says. “We're 
actually looking for more solutions 
that would help the prisoners and 
help them become better people and 
actually treat the problem instead of 
putting people in cages and pretend- 
ing they’re not there any more." 

Smith says that the entire criminal 
justice system, not just prisons, needs 
to be looked at. 

“Our biggest critique is that the cur- 
rent system is targeting [certain] peo- 
ple—people of colour, peopie who 
don’t have enough money—while 
other people are allowed to go free.” 

Some Statistics Canada data seems 
to support Smith’s argument. In 2005- 


06, Indigenous peoples made up just 
four per cent of Canada’s adulf"popula- 
tion but 24 per cent of those sentenced 
provincially and 18 per cent serving 
federal sentences. The situation is 
worst in the West, especially in 
Saskatchewan, where Indigenous peo- 
ples make up 15 per cent of the provin- 
cial population but 79 per cent of the 
prison population, and Manitoba (16 
per cent compared to 71 per cent). 

While Smith recognizes that many 
Canadians don't have much sympathy 
for those serving jail time, she says 
her experience of offering support 
through fundraising and letter writing 
to Canadian political prisoners incar- 
cerated for activities such as environ- 
mental and animal rights activism has 
changed how she thinks about they 
types of people who are in jail. 

“It’s interesting, because as soon as 
you write somebody they stop becom- 
ing a name on a paper and they start 
becoming kind of like your friend, 
somebody that you know. And when 
you hear different things that have 
happened to them it just becomes that 
much more personal.” w

Olmert departure jeopardizes two-state solution

“| am proud to be a citizen of a country 
where the prime minister can be investi- 
gated like an ordinary citizen,” said Ehud 
Olmert on Jul 30, announcing that he 
would resign as prime minister in Septem- 
ber to defend himself against corruption 
allegations. He should be even prouder: 
three of Israel's last four prime ministers 
were under investigation for corruption 
when they left office. 

To be fair, it was a stroke, not the cor- 
ruption charges he was facing, that finally 
drove Ariel Sharon from office, and 
Binyamin Netanyahu subsequently beat 
the charges against him after being forced 
out as prime minister. Politics in Israel is a 
blood sport, and only the strong survive. 
Not one of the country’s last five prime 
ministers has managed to serve out a full 
term of office 

What happens next is hard to predict. 
Tzipi Livni, the foreign minister, and Shaul 
Mofaz, former army chief of staff and now 
transportation minister, are the leading 
candidates to succeed Olmert as leader of 
the Kadima party, but even if the succes- 
sion struggle does not split Kadima and 
wreck the ruling coalition, an election is 
probably no further away than the spring 
of 2009. The likely winner of that election 
is Netanyahu, who is once again the 
leader of the right-wing Likud party. 

Indeed, the main thing that has kept 
Ehud Olmert in office for the past two 
years, despite the disastrous miscalcula- 
tion of his 2006 war against Lebanon, has 
been the fear on the centre and left of 
Israeli politics that the only alternative 
was a return to power by Netanyahu. And 
that, in turn, is a reflection of the great 
division that paralyzes Israeli politics: 
between those who think the “demograph- 


ic danger” requires major compromises on 
territory, and those who do not. 

The demographic danger is that Israeli 
Jews will end up.as a minority within the 
territory ruled by Israel. It is almost a reali- 
ty already: the 600 000 Jews who lived in 
Israel when it was founded in 1948 have 
grown to six million, but despite the huge 
number of Palestinians who fled to sur- 
rounding countries in the various wars, a 
higher birth rate means that there will 
soon also be six million Arabs living in ter- 
ritory under Israeli control. And then there 
will be seven million, and then eight mil- 
lion ... 

Only a little over a million Palestinian 
Arabs still live within Israel's 1948 borders 
and actually have Israeli citizenship, but 
the rest are not far away, in the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip, which have been under 
Israeli control for more than 40 years. If 
Israel does not find a way of turning those 
territories into a separate Palestinian 
state, then sooner or later they will shift 
from supporting the “two-state solution” 
to demanding the one-state solution. 


ALL OF PALESTINE was a single colony 
under British rule. The partition of 1948, 
though mandated by the United Nations, 
was never enforced, and the real division 
of Palestine, accomplished by war, had 
very different borders: the Palestinians 
ended up with about one-sixth of the terri- 
tory, not half. Then all the rest of former 
Palestine was conquered by Israel in 
1967—and although the Israelis never 
describe what happened as the reunifica- 
tion of Palestine, they promptly began 
building Jewish settlements all over the 
captured territories. 

So ina sense, the single political space 
of the old British mandate of Palestine has 
been re-created, although only Israeli citi- 
zens can vote for the government that 
decides what happens there. Since the 
Oslo accords of 1992 there has been a 
“Palestinian Authority” that exercises 


some control over some of the occupie: 
territories, but it is not an independen 
state. Moreover, for the past year there 
have been two rival Palestinian “gover 

ments” in the West Bank and in the Gaza 
Strip. 

Olmert was absolutely clear: if this 5) 
gle political space persists, and the Pales 
tinians become the majority populati: 
within it, they will stop asking for the; 
own state. They will just demand the 
vote—and Israel will have to choose 
between granting them their demand and 
ceasing to be a Jewish state, or rejectin 
it and ceasing to be a democracy 

That dilemma has been implicit ey 
since the Israeli conquests of 1967. |: 
now explicit and imminent. In fac

WELL, WELL, WELL

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A mid-summer prairie evening, blue skies, 
warm breeze, summer sounds, and I'm walk- 
ing, aiming for those always out-of-reach 
10 000 daily steps. (Which is about eight kilo- 
metres and for most us, unless we're in jobs 
that keep us on our feet, a challenge to fit in.) 

On my way | see a young woman push- 
ing an almost-as-young woman in a wheel- 
chair. | see a dignified-looking white-haired 
khaki-clad man that makes me think of my 
father picking up his mail. | see another 
woman, alone, toned and sweaty in span- 
dex and a headset. 

And | wonder about our lives, the ran- 
domness of things we pursue, the random- 
ness of happy moments, of health. | 
wonder about the apparent futility of some 
things, the fatigue that eventually sets in 
with most pursuits. And | wonder about our 
resilience. | think about those I've talked to 
recently who regularly want to die, a friend 
who tried to but is still here, and another 
who tried and is no longer here. | think 
about the young woman | talked to today 
who, without medication, was on constant 
suicide watch. And another who even on 
medication was on suicide watch for the 
better part of two decades, and who is 
now on a nutritional medicine, is well. 

| think about the paradox: depression, 
anxiety, bipolar and suicide are all on the 
rise, even though we have more to treat 
them with than ever before. For many, 
medications simply don’t work, at least not 
forever. 

Medications are sometimes an absolute- 
ly necessary and life-saving measure, but 
given that a large analysis of 47 antidepres- 
sant studies concluded that overall medica- 
tions did no better than placebos in the 
majority of the trials, and given that they 
come with an increased risk of diabetes, 
cancer, lass of libido, and (ironically) neuro- 
logical damage and suicide, and given the 
prevalence of eventual medication resist- 
ance, alternative approaches should not be 


excluded from long-term mental health plan- 
ning. And if those I've talked to recently are 
any indication, those alternative approaches 
can be as life-saving as any drug. 


THOUSANDS of treatment-resistant people 
have found relief with approaches that 
include essential fatty acids, proteins, and 
other nutritional medicines. None of which 
should be surprising, in light of the fact 
that theory of serotonin-depletion as the 
cause of depression is being seriously 
questioned, that many suffering with 
depression actually have levels of sero- 
tonin abnormally high according to The 
American Medical Association Essential 
Guide to Depression. And none of which 
should be surprising given the significant 
body of scientific literature supporting the 
premise that even the most severe mental 
health conditions are ultimately disorders 
of nutrient absorption and metabolism. 

The problem doesn’t appear to be sero- 
tonin deficiencies so much as inadequate 
neurotransmission, which can be rooted 
in any number of things ranging from |- 
gluatamine and other deficiencies to 
chronic brain inflammation resulting from 
neurotoxins, chemicals, viruses and heavy 
metals. Dr Russell L Blaylock writes about 
the threat posed by the non-infectious 
component of vaccines that include an 
immune system booster, aluminum com- 
pounds and other inflammatory and toxic 
compounds. And long-term use of antide- 
pressants and ADHD drugs like Ritalin 
actually kill neurons, shrink the brain and 
make depression worse over time he 
says—something those I've been talking 
to recently certainly would testify to. 

For those of us only mildly challenged 
by the demons of anxiety or despair, the 
basics definitely shouldn't be underesti- 
mated or overlooked in a rush to medica- 
tion. The healing power of love, friends, a 
listening ear, laughter, nutritional medi- 
cines, purpose, satisfying work, exercise 
and music all play very powerful roles. So 
thank god for all those things, for our 
resilience and for the determination to 
pursue new solutions when old ones are 
less than satisfactory. w

Just like the Inn, the cookbook is 
beautiful. Every page is filled with 
huge, glossy pictures; while most 
are stunning and mouth-watering 
pictures of the recipes themselves, 
there are numerous equally striking 
pictures of the manor itself.

“| can remember back in the early 
1970s, my parents having a dream of 
opening a restaurant,” said Randy 
Liske, chief marketing officer for Fife 
n’ Dekel. “It wouldn't be just any 
restaurant: it would have the best pies 
and baking. It would be like taking a 
walk through Mom's kitchen.” Ann 
Liske’s baking was popular among 
friends and family, and the compli- 
ments encouraged her to believe that 
people would pay for the treats she 
loved to create 

The idea fused to the family’s 
enthusiasm for MacKay’s Cochrane 
Ice Cream and became Fife n’ Dekel, 
after a German term that Ann’s father 
used to use for his sons. "I think my 
dad had the best definition,” said 
Liske, “when he condensed it to one 
word: jackass.” 

In 1982, Gordon and Ann Liske

“When strawberry 
pie is in season,” Lewin confides seri- 
ously, "you can’t get me out of here.” 
Lewin travels from her home office in 
Mill Woods with two kids in tow to fill 
up on her favourite slice of heaven. 

“| come mid-morning, before the 
lunch rush,” Lewin explained. “I get 
first pick of the pies and time to enjoy 
my coffee before returning to my 
desk." Her four-year-old daughter 
enjoys a milkshake as the baby 
watches hungrily. 

"! attribute our initial success to 
launching a healthy lunch choice at a 
time when health awareness was just 
becoming the rage,” said Liske. “Fife n’ 
Dekel, unique in name, was also 
unigue in concept.” Competitors have 
built awareness of the sandwich as a 
quick healthy lunch option over burg- 
ers and fries, but the Liskes offered 
hospitality, good food and a reason- 
able price within three minutes. The 
franchises have a reputation for few of 
these. Still, the old model has evolved. 
The business had to be creative to

streamline and remain profitable 


HOT AND COLD LUNCH catering has 


become a mainstay of each location 
which keeps the staff busy in the slow 
morning hours. Almost all of the 
ingredient preparation has been 
pulled into a central location, to 
ensure consistency in pie fillings 
dough and cake mixes across the 
branches. The only real failure that 
Liske recalls was a drive-through 
trailer on the corer of 99 Street and 
34 Avenue in 2001. Despite the limit 
ed menu offered at remarkable 
speeds, the spot never reached sales 
targets and they let it go when the 
lease came up for renewal. 

The Liskes face the same chal- 
lenges of any Alberta business during 
the boom, including staffing pres- 
sures. “Instead of challenging our- 
selves with filling positions with 
low-paid people,” said Liske, “we 
make a higher percentage of our 
income available to higher-quality 
staff.” The resulting lower staff turn- 
around means higher customer satis- 
faction. "Seeing a familiar face on 
your return visit is part of the relation- 
ship we culture with our customers.” 

Another translation of Fife n’ Dekel 
is “up to no good.” If this is no good, 
Edmonton seems to be remarkably

The wine 
js also an interesting blend with juice 
from five different grapes; Semillon, 
Chardonnay, Sauvignon Blanc, Viognier 
and Muscat, from most to least plentiful. 
The wineries documentation claims that 
this vintage replaced the Gewurztraminer 
with the Viognier and Muscat, but I’ve 
never sampled their earlier vintages, so | 
can’t comment on the switch. 

Regardless, this wine offered a watery 
yellow hue with a light, almost non-exis- 
tent nose. The flavours were well devel- 
oped and offered excellent pear notes 
and | swear some peach as well. The 
flow of the wine was light but consistent 
and aided with hints of sugar. The 
flavours and substance flowed well 
through the middle of the palate but dis- 
appeared rapidly at the back. The fruit 
and body of the wine, though a little one 
dimensional, were quite well put togeth- 
er.

Cultural plan raises hopes (and questions) in visual arts scene

eff Collins is hopeful. After a cou- 

ple years_of worry and frustration 

from facing an uncertain future, 
he president of ArtsHab’s Tenants 
Association has proof his organiza- 
tion is a priority for the Edmonton 
Arts Council, a vital enough feature 
on the cultural landscape to merit 
the first recommendation (stabilize 
and grow it) in the Cultural Plan, Art 
of Living, unveiled by the EAC this 
past May. 

"It was inspiring, positive, and 
challenging. There was direction 
and accountability,” Collins enthus- 
es. “Of course, there's a lot of work 
ahead of us.” 

In past conversations, Collins 
seemed deflated and wary. Now he’s 
energetic and looking forward to the 
effort. Most importantly, he’s back at 
his painting practice full-tilt, brim- 
ming with ideas and vigour. This is 
what the tangible support of a com- 
munity ultimately means to an artist— 
like any other worker, it makes for 
better productivity. 

ArtsHab hung in limbo for a while. 
The unique live/work organization, 
home to 16 artists, was the most visi- 
ble victim of the boom-generated 
space crunch, jeopardized by the sale 
and commercialization of their build- 
ing. The prioritization of their needs 
was a larger signal, explicitly stated in 
the plan, that physical space for stu- 
dios, galleries, administration and, of 
course, living was the most pressing 
concern for visual arts and other cul- 
tural sectors in our city. 

“It was good to confirm space is the 
number one issue among artists, not 
just us as individuals. Everyone's fac- 
ing the same issues and we can tackle 
this head on," Collins states. “With the 
plan, there’s been a change in our 
mandate—I see us as becoming a 
clearinghouse for dealing with space

issues, where we can be advocates 
who help negotiate leases for organi- 
zations or individual artists.” 


FULFILLMENT of this is far away, in 


need of time and resources. The City 
approved the Cultural Plan in spirit, 
but the meat is in the money. All the 
Plan recommendations (17 concern- 
ing the arts; the remainder heritage 
issues) demand subsequent will and 
funding. And while broad strokes of 
action are delineated—charts break 
down rough tasks and anchor them to 
responsibility for follow-through— 
many are still troublingly vague. Still, 
ArtsHab’s experience as first on the 
to-do list is heartening. 

“Around'the time the plan was 
released, [EAC Executive Director] John 
Mahon got the ArtsHab Board together 
to go over what it meant for us and

what we had to do next,” Collins says. 
“We've outlined a critical path of the 
next year to help us re-invigorate our- 
selves and have a plan of attack. We 
want to be ready once the Plan passes 
budget and things can happen.” 

SNAP's director, Katherine Thomp- 
son, is also excited by the Plan’s pos- 
sibilities. She sees several 
recommendations that could benefit 
her organization, one of the hubs in 
the art community, and strengthen its 
availability to the public—a central 
part of the printmaking gallery and 
facility's mandate. 

"The second recommendation, 
about rezoning to help the arts 
thrive in communities—that'd be 
great if it applied to our neighbour- 
hood,” she says. “There are already 
artists in studios nearby, but so 
many of the businesses near us are 
derelict, and the empty spaces are 
not good for the area.” 

She's happy about the operations 
grant (“honestly, this kind of grant 
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really matters to mid-size organiza- 
tions like us, where most of our 
money goes into projects and pro- 
gramming”) and excited about the 
possible biennial arts festival, the 
international mentorship program 
and the possibility of partnering with 
schools and educational institutions. 


AS MUCH AS it engages her, the plan 


also prompts a flurry of questions, 
most of which are variations on the 
theme: “how can we be a part of this?” 

“We'd really love to have more con- 
tact with schools and we have com- 
munity projects in mind already. This 
would be very exciting to be a part of. 
Where do | sign up?” 

She points out that SNAP’s print- 
making mission and equipment make 
them unique in the city, and hopes 
that is taken into account by the EAC 
as they put the plan into motion. 

“Because of the specialized equip- 
ment we have and the needs of the 
printmaking medium, we function as a

studio to many artists. And our edi 
tional programs are linked to 
equipment, too. Outside the univer 
no one has the resources we du, 
Thompson explains. “So I hope thai 
we, and other mid-sized organizai 
like Latitude and Harcourt that ser 
lot of artists and the public, are includ 
ed in these recommendations.” 

Thompson suggests the EAC brin 
these organizations and other cil 
visual art hubs (like the AGA) togeth 
and facilitate discussions as to h 
they can build partnerships with « 
other to stretch resources and brai 
storm around the Plan. 

“Latitude, Harcourt, Nina Haggerly 
even AGA to an extent—we re 
scrambling for the same dollar 
Thompson adds. “Can we all benet 
from the international mentor son 
how? Could we share fundraising 
volunteers? We all need help pron 
ing ourselves. Is there a role for 
EAC to help us with that so we can 
bring it up a level? There are som: 
very simple things that could help « 
great deal, like a program of introduc 
tion to the kind of donors we simp) 
don’t have access to right now. A le! 
ter of introduction that gets us pa 
the gatekeepers of corporate dono 
would be a huge help.” 

Nina Haggerty Centre's Lead Artis! 
Paul Freeman echoes Thompso! 
questions and enthusiasm, as well as 
her desire for a greater role in ti 
community. He has a wealth of ic 
he'd like to share with his colleagues 
as well—ideas that fit into the recom 
mendations of the Plan. 

“There's a lot of positive possibilities 
here for practicing artists and organiza 
tions,” he says. “When | look at the re 
ommendations, though, I want to 5° 
us marketed to the public more.

ture’ campaign or incentive marketed 
the public as well. And why not link 4

Doors Open invites you to take a look 
through Edmonton’s architectural past

ur elders just don’t get any 
respect these days. Especially 
the ones made of brick and 

concrete. 

The historical buildings that freckle 
the Edmonton cityscape aren't forgot- 
ten—McDougal United Church certain- 
ly gets its share of love from local 
musicians—but the delicate, inspiring 
building designs of the past are now 
mostly overshadowed by the people- 
per-square-inch push of modern hous- 
ing, where generic high-rise condos 
are breaking out across cities like 
hives, maximizing population without 
much thought towards aesthetic value. 

That “cram ‘em in” mentality may 
succeed in the short-term, but Her- 
itage Community Foundation Execu- 
tive Director Adriana Davies points 
out that lining our streets with bland 
buildings doesn’t give future genera- 
tions much to smile back at. 

“In a normal [human] lifespan, you 
have 50 to 60 years; the city's going to 
be around for 300, 400, 500, maybe a 
thousand years,” she explains. “So 
then when we look at buildings and 
public spaces, we need to have that 
time frame, because that should influ- 
ence our design choices, so we don't 
put shoddy, crappy buildings up, to 
quote Mayor Mandel.” 

Davies is coordinating Edmonton‘s 
installment of the Doors Open festival, 
to open the average city-dweller’s eyes 
to the concrete beauties which stand 
Silently around town. The doors to 
many historical buildings in Edmonton 
will be open for a public peek-around 
this weekend, from the mysterious 
Masonic temple to the University of 
Alberta’s Faculte Saint-Jean residence. 

Both guided and self-guided tours 
are being offered throughout the 
weekend, including a pair of bus tours 
covering bothymodern architectural 
Wonders (Saturday's trip) and historic 
ones (Sunday; both require online 
tegistration), and a Saturday after- 
Noon poetry reading at the Masonic 
hall featuring former Edmonton Poet 
Laureate Alice Major, alongside other 

local poets Diane Buchanan, Pierrette 

Requier and Davies herself. 

“It's an opportunity for people not 

to see the buildings, but see how 

they be used now,” explains

Catherine Harder, the Heritage Com- 
munity Foundation’s communications 
consultant. “Do we just go in there 
and feel the memories, or do we cre- 
ate new memories within those build- 
ings? We want to preserve buildings, 
or we've [just] got memories.” 


PRESERVATION doesn’t mean leaving 


buildings completely untouched; both 
Davies and Harder bring up adaptive 
reuse, the modernization and refitting 
of historical buildings for compatibili- 
ty with modern lifestyles. 

Harder uses the Edmonton Cham- 
ber of Commerce's World Trade Cen- 
tre facility as an example: its historic 
walls remains intact, but inside, mod- 
ern enhancements like wireless inter- 
net give the place a face-lift, to bridge 
its architectural history with a new 
generation of citizen. 

“People can go in, and see how you 
can keep the infrastructure in place, 
but still update it,” she says. “So it’s 
important to understand the history, 
both to understand how we can con- 
tinue to use the buildings, and that 
they can evolve with us.” J 

Of course, change is constant in 
architecture: building designs and 
materials are hallmarks of their respec- 
tive eras, from the Fort Edmonton pio- 
neer years to the war-times to the 
modern days. That shared architectural 
past made edmonton what it is now, 
and Doors Open is a celebration of that 

“We're trying to get people to actu- 
ally look at buildings and 
streetscapes, and parks, and all of 
those other aspects of what is 
described as the ‘built heritage,” says 
Harder. “I think we need to be more 
intentional about envisioning the city, 
seeing that it is an entity that grows 
through time. ‘ 

“When you go to the great cities of 
the world, they're not all new,” she 
continues. “You have those layers of 
historic buildings, and that’s what 
gives us a sense of place, and a sense 
of well-being, and a sense that our 
city has existed through time.” ¥

Edmonton to Winnipeg. The horror of 
last week's Greyhound incident came 
days after | met Shawna Dempsey, 
Winnipeg-based artist, curator and 
performer. Over the course of a week, 
we shared extended discussions 
about our respective cities, especially 
in reference to our “murder city” repu- 
tations. Having traded the number 
one ranking for homicide in Canada 
back and forth for the last number of 
years, Edmonton and Winnipeg must 
share some sort of social affinity, we 
thought, and this horrific act of ran- 
domness only deepens the ongoing 
inquiry into the relation between a 
place and its people 

In town for Visualeyez, Dempsey 
agreed to meet up and talk about the 
pros and cons of living and creating in 
a relatively isolated city, and the men- 
tality it takes to prosper—or even just 
survive. 

Originally hailing from Scarborough, 
Dempsey is of course one half of the 
infamous Lorri Millan and Shawna 
Dempsey duo, who have created works 
fanging from their seminal collaboration 
“We're Talking Vulva” (1990) to their 
terrorist organization, Consideration Lib- 
eration Army, and a lengthy list of proj- 
ects that cross-pollinate media and 
aesthetics. They have curated three 


major Winnipeg-based group shows at 
the Winnipeg Art Gallery, taking a criti- 
cal look at how contemporary artists are 
responding to the city they call home 
(Subconscious City, 2008) and what the 
upcoming generation of local artists are 
doing (Supernova, 2006). 

Touring extensively, collected 
nationally and representing Canada on 
the international scale, Dempsey 
relates that although Winnipeg may 
not be for everyone with their curious- 
ly high levels of eccentricities, the city 
has been a solid base from which to 
create and cultivate. Straddling 
between the realms of “serious art 
and entertainment, Dempsey and Mil- 
lan’s works are charged with political 
Sentiments masked in wry humour, 
with costumes to match. Performing on 
the street and in malls, galleries, 
recreation centres, comedy clubs and 
even churches, Dempsey thinks that 
the redneck honesty of Winnipeg has 
helped in the long run 

“It allows me to engage with the city 
and the people instead of always just 
talking to fellow artists,” she explains 
“It's nice sometimes, but when | was in 
Toronto, everyone | hung out was a les- 
bian socialist feminist! In Winnipeg, the 
crowds are different; I'm talking to cops, 
plumbers, bakers. It's more real and it 
connects to your community.” 


LIKE EDMONTON, Winnipeg is a blue 


collar city filled with citizens who love 
talking about the city for better or for 


worse; internally marvelling over its 
Own constant stream of complexities 
and simplicities. With Calgary as the 
next closest major Canadian city for 
both Winnipeg and Edmonton, discon- 
fection broods a mentality to give 
things a try and make things happen on 
your own, that anvone can do anything 
over a “who do you think you are” atti- 
tude. One major difference is that, w 
it is also a developer-driven city - 
nipeg has one of the best municipal and 
provincial funding bodies in Canada 
second only to Québec. There is also 
less of a transient mentality there than 
there is here, lending heart to long-term 
investments and building out connec- 
tions through stability 
While everyone continues to try and 
grapple with the sensational and dev- 
astating news that is circulating world 
wide, its aftershocks are slowly rip- 
pling through our city streets. Individu- 
als are a little more conscious of the 
Strangers around them on the bus, eye 
contact is diminishing; small, subtle 
changes in how we interact with each 
other collectively are taking shape. As 
an arts community, it is our responsi- 
bility to react and to respond. We are 
the interpreters; we may not have 
answers, we should not have answers 
but we must investigate and express, 
because this is our home. v

It's different now. A solitary walk in the 
woods is often wasted on recounting 
things to do, or on efficiently listing my 
inadequacies. It's so hard to get as 
much as a fleeting glimpse of the sheer 
joy that once came from just touching a 
blade of grass. 

However, armed with the zeal of an 
archeologist, Michelle Lavoie has man- 
aged to uncover such moments. Her 
tool kit was not a pick and a hammer 
crushing through rock, though, but tra- 
ditional printmaking techniques such 
as embossing, intaglio and screen- 
printing. In her show Dislocations, 
Lavoie reaches deeply into the seminal 
moments of her youth and—by proxy— 
takes us back to the magic world of a 
child playing in the woods. 

Many years ago Lavoie grew up ina 
house that should be every child’s 
dream. It stood on a hill surrounded by 
woods, with a wild creek and a lake. 
As the youngest in her family with 
much older siblings and one TV chan- 
nel, she spent hours wandering out- 
doors: climbing trees, making forts and 
looking at the myriad rich textures 
around her. She felt such a deep physi- 
cal connection to nature then, such 
tranquility, that those memories have 
become nearly sacred to her. “It's 
almost like going back and recollecting 
parts of your soul,” she explains with a 
slight tremor in her voice. 

Gathering old memories became all 
the more urgent now that her child- 
hood house will soon be sold. So 
Lavoie decided to create artwork that

would help her journey back to her 
days alone in the forest. Ingeniously, 
she turned the very process of print- 
making into a “time travel machine.” 
LaVoie built layers and layers of differ- 
ent printmaking techniques; each one, 
like peels of an onion, uncovers layers 
of time and memory. 


THE DEEPEST LAYER begins with old 
photos—ones that either LaVoie or her 
mother took decades ago. For example, 
her work “Twilight” started with a view 
from her house: a brilliant sunset over 
the lake. After manipulating this image 
digitally, she layered other printmaking 
techniques over top, thus forming a 
“book of time”: the faded hues of the 
childhood sunset peer through sponta- 
neous splashes of ink that look like they 
only happened seconds ago. The top 
layer is made of scribbles: spontaneous, 


repetitive, trance-like strokes, as ij 
LaVoie was reliving memories of child 
hood drawings with her hands 

In a way, Lavoie's art and h 
process are like regression therap 
However, while regression functior 
on the unproven assumption that all of 
our memories are permanently storec 
in drawers of our minds, Lavoie i 
much subtler: she believes that there i 
no solid past that we can return to. 

But that doesn’t mean that th: 
intense feeling of childhood th 
Lavoie conjures isn’t real. Momeni 
when we didn’t fret about failure 
wonder reigned and we were alon 
but never lonely may be the closes! 
most of us can come to the powerl.! 
experiences described by myst 
throughout cultures. Even on a small 
scale, such moments can hold grea 
power over us when they are triggered 
by a smell or a sound from childhoc 
For Lavoie, just standing in the galler 
brings back childhood with force 

“I am happy here,” she says as sh 
stands surrounded by images of h 
old haunting grounds. “It’s outdoor

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Towering Achievement 


A fantastic feat gets its due in Man on Wire

n the overcast morning of 
O-: 7, 1974, New Yorkers 

lucky enough to have been 
passing below the twin towers of the 
World Trade Center, or at least who 
took a moment to look up, bore wit- 
ness to a genuinely singular event. 
Philippe Petit had ascended into the 
clouds for a walk, or rather a dance. 

The calendars of he and his accom- 
plices were marked on that day with 
the word “coup.” Disguised, carrying 
much equipment and having to con- 
stantly evade security during the long, 
previous night, they'd snuck up to the 
rooftops, strung their wire between 
the towers, and as the day began Petit, 
with a sort of supernatural focus that’s 
just unfathomable to me, inhabited the 
largely intangible performance space 
they'd created for about 45 minutes, 
dazzling onlookers, merrily taunting 
police, delighting in the vertiginous 
vision below, one he knew he'd never 
see again. 

They were all arrested, of course, 
hauled in and charged with trespassing 
and disturbing the peace—that was the 
best the baffled NYPD could come up 
with. But the trespassing especially 
strikes me as essential to the nature of 
the feat. It needed to be unsanctioned,

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unexpected, a sort of vision nurtured 
clandestinely, something at once phan- 
tasmagorical and visceral to those who 
beheld it. Petit was sent in for psychi- 
atric evaluation, but no mental illness 
could be established. The reporters, 
then and for years after, asked Petit 
why he did it, and obviously there 
could be no satisfactory answer. In “On 
the High Wire,” his essay on Petit, nov- 
elist Paul Auster writes: “The desire is 
at once far-fetched and perfectly natu- 
tal, and the appeal of it, finally, is its 
utter uselessness. No art, it seems to 
me, so clearly emphasizes the deep 
aesthetic impulse inside us all.” Indeed, 
the purity of the act is somehow its 
most potent element. 

The event, the most grandiose and 
publicized in a life of similar feats, is 
the subject of James Marsh's extraordi- 
nary Man on Wire. Marsh's documen- 
tary—it's also a caper movie of 
sorts—isn’t a point-by-point biographi- 


cal profile of Petit. (March also has the 
grace to never make overt something 
best felt, the fact that recalling and cel- 
ebrating this event gives us back the 
WTC, not as a site of trauma and ter- 
ror, but one of awe and inspiration.) 
Rather, Marsh focuses each moment of 
Man on Wire exclusively on the event’s 
painstaking preparations—which nec- 
essarily include Petit’s previous and 
equally illegal wire-walks across the 
towers of Paris’ Notre Dame Cathedral 
and those of the Sydney Harbour 
Bridge—and its immediate aftermath. 
And Marsh had the good fortune to 
have chosen a subject that was well 
documented: Petit and his friends shot 
a lot of terrific footage of their work-in- 
progress and of the coup itself. Moving 
between some fairly well handled, 
faceless, Errol Morris-type re-enact- 
ments, some very well handled talking 
heads, and the copious archives, Man 
on Wire remains nothing less than 
engaging for its duration. 


PERHAPS EVEN MORE importantly, 
Marsh was fortunate to have a superb 
storyteller in Petit himself—still elfin, 
animated and deeply charismatic, a 
strawberry-maned, square-headed Petit 
Prince—not to mention his cohorts, 
including his articulate, passionate 
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technical mastermind Jean-Louis 
Blondeau, and Petit’s girlfriend at the 
time Annie Allix. As Allix, with great 
sincerity, explains how upon meeting 
Petit, “it was quite clear that I had to 
follow his [destiny],” Marsh nicely jux- 
taposes her spoken testimony with 
images of her actually shadowing Petit 
on the wire 35 years ago, a moving 
evocation of a young woman surren- 
dering completely to love. 

Still, for those of us who've never 
witnessed anything like it, the build-up 
to the event, which roughly consumes 
the first two-thirds of Man on Wire, 
though exciting, can feel sort of 
abstract, an inspired prank performed 
by a talented mischief-maker. It’s only 
when we begin to see the actual 
images, and even more so when We

mask some obvious dissatisfaction 
with his life.

~ Folk Fest brings traditionalists and innovators together

f{ Folk" quite literally means 
| eee the privileged 
ones, but rather the majority 

of us who make up the foundation of 
societies all over the world. “Folk 
music” is the expression of the peo- 
ple—their anxieties and triumphs, val- 
ues and histories, celebrations and 


tragedies—through what is arguably 
the most universally accessible medi- 


’ um. People of all ages, cultures and 


socio-economic groups respond to 
music, and even those who are clini- 
cally hard of hearing can feel some of 
the vibrations that create the auditory 
experience and participate through 
that sensory gateway. The ability of 
music to communicate is unparalleled 
in human experience, and folk—the 
cultural expressed through the per- 
sonal—cuts an especially wide swath 
across the barriers that separate us. 

There are many kinds of folk, but, 
broadly, today it falls into two vast 
streams: specific musical traditions of 
populations from around the world, 
and a new kind, born in the mid-20th 
century as novel mediums helped 
influences percolate between cultures 
like never before, creating a variety of 
contemporary genre-fusing music that 
draws from all kinds of sounds to 
reflect the diversity of modern global 
citizenry. 

The 21st century has strengthened 
both, driven by music-sharing oppor- 
tunities offered by digital media and 
networks and ethnomusical pride ani- 
mated by a desire to explore and pre- 
serve traditional identities threatened 
by cultural corporatism. 

It'd be a mistake to think these cat- 
egories are generational: the lineup of 
the Edmonton Folk Music Festival 
shows young and long-established 
artists working on both sides. Nor are 
they geographically distinct, with tra- 
ditionalists and fusion artists alike 
hailing from every part of the planet. 
They are not even static: elements of 
each can be found in the other, as tra- 
ditionally-based artists innovate their 
musical heritage and forward-focused 
artists reach into and echo the past. 

Together, these arms of folk are 
subversive and powerful, and they

OF THE PEOPLE: KEEPERS OF THE FLAME 


“There's something very powerful 
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about being who you are, operating in 
what you were born into,” contends 
Junetta Jamerson, founder of the 
Black Pioneer Heritage Singers. 
"It's powerful to be singing these 
songs, but people tell us that watch- 
ing us, they're also participating.” 

The group's roots are in the commu- 
nity of Wildwood, Alberta, home to a 
population of African-Americans from 
the Deep South that settled in the 
Canadian Prairies over a century ago. 

“We have a long history in Alberta,” 
Jamerson explains. “Our families have 
been here for generations, but most 
people don’t know about Black settle- 
ments out west, unless maybe they've 
lived by one. Even in Nova Scotia— 
we're very aware of them and their 
history, but they don’t know about 
their western counterparts.” 

The Wildwood families remained 
close-knit and largely intact until the 
social and economic forces that 
destroyed other small Canadian com- 
munities swept through, dispersing 
people to larger urban centres. This is 
the way cultures vanish—a past left 
behind by the urgent needs of the 
present and the promise of a better 
future, a dislocation that threatens 
memory and undermines a sense of 
belonging and permanence. 

Eight years ago, Jamerson pulled 
together a group of musicians and 
vocalists from her community to 
share their history in song for a mil- 
lennium event, drawing on a music- 
rich past that spanned gospel and 
roots genres of distinctly African- 
American song-forms. 

“These people sounded so great 
together and performed so well,” she 
recalls. “We had an amazing sound 
and a beautiful spirit, and I knew I 
had to create something to have this 
continue.” 

Three years later, the Black Pioneer 
Heritage Singers crystallized into its 
current inception, eight male and 
female voices, with a mission encap- 
sulated in the group’s name. Champi- 
oned by Alberta music veterans like PJ 
Perry and Bill Bourne (who produced 
the Singers’ forthcoming debut), 
they've accumulated an audience 
eager to be uplifted by the catalogue 
of songs Jamerson and colleagues 
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gathered from their community. 

“We cover the spectrum of gospel 
music,” Jamerson explains. “We 
approach a song first by analyzing it 
musically, looking at things we want 
to bring out. Techniques vary widely 
from one song to the next, so we dis- 
cuss that. Often people have recollec- 
tions and memories around the song 
while we're figuring it out musically. 
It's informative for us too—it’s a per- 
sonal history you get back.” Those 
personal and cultural threads are 
shared with audiences, along with the 
actual music. “We use that informa- 
tion in set-ups of the songs.” 

The Heritage Singers have no inter- 
est in wandering outside their histori- 
cal context—there will be no 
“choir-ified” rock anthems for them. 
"We have a clear objective,” Jamerson 
concludes. “We are what we are.” 

That's a living community connect- 
ed by a shared past. "My eldest 
daughter sings with us. I would have 
been the last generation to know this 
music—it would have been lost com- 
pletely if we'd all kicked off. That’s 
why I seek out people from my com- 
munity, first and foremost, and give 
this back to them: today’s generation 
has never heard this music before. 
But when they do hear it, their spirit 
knows it. They know they're part of 
something bigger.” 


NASHVILLE-BASED musician Dan 
Tyminski also performs a traditional 
American songform remembered 
from his childhood. 

“| grew up in Vermont, and my par- 
ents were country music fans,” he 
recounts. “We didn’t hear much radio 
or records, but if there was some fes- 
tival or something, fiddle contests, 
square dances—I got to see it at an 
early age.” 

Tyminski learned guitar at six, and 
by 12 was on to banjo, thrilling to the 
harmonies and rhythms of bluegrass. 

“There wasn't any other influence 
on me; no other music I was exposed 
to. I played a lot, learning by ear. I'd 
come home and try to remember 
what I heard, and I'd think I replicated 
it, but they were really my own ver- 
sions,” he laughs. “It’s one of the keys 
to having my own style, I think.” 

Starting in his teens, Tyminski 
played bluegrass with his older broth- 
er and formed another band in the 
‘80s. In 1994, he kicked off a renewal 
of the genre as part of Union Station, 
Alison Krauss’s musical partners. The 
turn of the millennium saw the

release of his solo debut, Carry Me 
Across the Mountain, and of the blue- 
grass-drenched O Brother, Where Art 
Thou?, which featured Tyminski’s per- 
formance of “I Am A Man of Constant 
Sorrow.” 

“Bluegrass has always been one of 
the smaller circles of American music. 
We have a smaller fanbase,” he notes. 
“One thing | noticed after O Brother 
was a change in the audience. It was 
more diverse; there'd be spiked hair 
and rock T-shirts in the audience. And 
that was great—I meet people all time 
who say they never listened to blue- 
grass before, but love it now. Almost 
anyone can respond to it.” 

Tyminski maintains the same thing 
that enraptured him about bluegrass 
when he was a child keeps him play- 
ing it now. “What touched me most 
about bluegrass, the way I encoun- 
tered it, was this sense of community. 
I felt at home right away, with people I 
knew or just met. I still see it at any 
bluegrass festival.” 

He shares the strongest bond with 
other practitioners, especially his col- 
laborators on Wheels, his new release. 

“On my first, | had songs | wanted 
to record, and | built a band around 
those songs,” Tyminski states. “This 
one was the opposite—it was about 
the combination of players, these 
guys and their talents. My focus with 
Wheels was on trying to make an 
album suited to this mix of people 
that I feel so strongly about.” 

That chemistry translates onstage. 
“The people on the record travel and 
tour with me. They're tops in their 
field and are each amazing musicians, 
and in combination are mindful of the 
bigger picture, feeding and playing off 
each other. We rarely follow a setlist 
song for song. | enjoy playing this 
record, and we do traditional songs 
that inspired us early on. It’s very 
much about moment we're in.” 

His new songs blend with tradition- 
al ones, faithful to the genre. “This 
record has songs that are very dark. 
Bluegrass is all about tragedy, bad 
weather, lost love and the occasional 
sign of hope.”

“I'm not going to sing ‘Oobie doobie 


and got into funk, hip hop, rock, Afro- 
beat and world-beat.” 

Founder/banjo-player Leonard 
Podolak agrees. “When we first started 
we knew we'd have old-timey 
Appalachian, Irish and Québécois ele- 
ments. But a successful group is oné 
that's a creative outlet for all of its 
members, and we're a group of people 
creating together, and all kinds of things 
get mixed in. When the Dugas siblings 
joined us, they both brought a huge 
arsenal of influences and skills to the 
mix, and changed everything again.” 

Podolak concludes, “I think all of us 
in the band agree a world without bor- 
ders would be a much better place— 
geographically, politically, musically. 
Humans migrated since the dawn of 
humanity and with them comes culture 
and traditions. All these forms are con- 
nected and related, somehow, any- 
way—it's not like we're breaking down 
or ignoring borders—there’s not many 
to begin with. We're like a family

BACKLASH BLUES 


ADLAND PEMBERTON 
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Lollapalooza was a very different beast 
when it first sprang from founder Perry 
Farrell's mind in 1991. The festival was a 
roving carnival of alternative acts that 
crisscrossed the United States to present 
a different choice for concertgoers in 
search of a music festival that suited the 
changing tastes of a nation. While the 
lineup in the ‘90s reflected the power of 
the grunge movement (Stone Temple 
Pilots, Dinosaur Jr, Soundgarden, Sonic 
Youth), the 2008 edition represents the 
indie rock generation, the children of 
Pitchfork roaming Chicago's Grant Park. 
MGMT is indicative of the new breed of 
Lolla performer: doubtlessly modern, but 
rooted in tradition. Singer Andrew VanWyn- 
garden squeaked over jammy ‘70s licks in 
aviators and a striped shirt while the rest of 
the group stomped like the Band behind 
Bob Dylan, a great pose for any true collec- 
tion of revisionists. After pleasing the audi- 
ence with solid renditions of “Time To 
Pretend” and “The Youth” and a surprisingly 
wispy take on “Electric Feel,” these guys 
decided to take their perch as the kings of 
blog-prog. VanWyngarden donned a sparkly 
cloak, pulled out a flute and mimed along to 
the keyboard coda from “Kids,” with Ben 


Goldwasser stomping around him, backing 
up his vocals like a hip-hop hype man. 
Between lines of the first verse, VanWyn- 
garden managed to fit in a shout out to a 
guy in an iceberg costume who had been 
floating on the crowd. This gave way to the 
group's guitarist James Richardson (who 
looks like The Dude from The Big Lebowski) 
doing a killer solo and culminated with all 
three mashing their hands on multiple key- 
boards to close the set. 

Just when | thought he'd taken a step 
backwards by eschewing his explosive 
electronic sampling in an attempt at recre- 
ating pure 70s Motown soul, Jamie Lidell 
somehow made his show even better by 
adding the perfect band for his project. This 
includes a bearded man dressed like a 
retired samurai, a drummer with a green 
shirt and green jeans and a guitarist wear- 
ing an Evel Knievel jumpsuit. The live incar- 
nation of the full band is remarkably 
exciting to watch, with the bearded guy 
doing a scat-off with Lidell on vocoder and 
him on a saxophone-talkbox hybrid. 

Rage Against the Machine built its 
‘90s cred on protest songs and a pure dis- 
dain for authority, but in its modern day 
incarnation as stadium-ready classic rock 
giants, there is a sense of disconnect 
between the band’s message and the way 
it's relayed. As the group jammed through 
its recognizable brand of rap-rock, it had 
to stop repeatedly to get people to calm 
down. This was right before announcing 


the next song, “Bullet in the 1;

economy of the music industry. According 
to the Recording Industry Association of 
America’s year-end reports, there was a 
total of aver 1.1 billion CDs, singles, cas- 
sattes and vinyl shipped in 1999. Of course, 
when it comes to the music industry, we 
need to rely on the US numbers, as the 
RIAA, despite its politicking and special- 
interest group status, does keep meticu- 
Jous numbers when it comes to sales. 

{n 2000, the slide in shipments and 
sales began. In 2007, just under 544 mil- 
lion units were shipped, according to 
RIAA numbers. That number, by the way, 
doesn't include downloads. So, don't 
think that the music industry has shrunk 
by nearly 50 per cent in less than a 
decade. It has shrunk rapidly, but when 


downloads are figured into the mix, the 
numbers will be propped up a bit 

_ Still, there’s no arguing that after hit- 
ting a mighty peak in 1999, the industry 
as a whole has plummeted. 

So, | thought I'd take a walk down 
memory lane, looking at the biggest 
songs and albums of 1999, the greatest 
year when it comes to “ka-ching!” in the 
history of the music biz 

According to Billboard, the top album of 
1999 was Millennium by the Backstreet 
Boys. ... Baby One More Time by Britney 
Spears was number two, Shania Twain's 
Come on Over at number three, ‘N Sync’s 
self-titled effort at number four and Ricky 
Martin's self-titled disc at number five. 

The biggest song? No contest. Cher's 
“Believe” spent 15 weeks at number one 
on the Top Hits chart. Billboard has it as 
its number one single of the year, as well. 
Other memorable hits? “ . Baby One 
Move Time” by Britney Spears, TLC’s “No 
Scrubs,” Monica's “Angel of Mine,” Ricky 
Martin's “Livin’ La Vida Loca” and Christi- 
na Aguilera’s “Genie in a Bottle.” 


WHAT DO ALL THE songs and albums 


have in common? Pop fodder. There's no 
doubt that 1999 was the year that bub- 


blegum pop dominated like no other. 

So, when locking at the slide of the 
industry as a whole, while illegal down- 
loads are certainly an issue—after all, Nap- 
ster was launched in June of 1999—the biz 
needs to address how our tastes have 
changed. Thanks to a world where we can 
download podcasts and customize what we 
want to hear on the internet, pop radio no 
longer works as a method for the music 
industry to advertise the artists it envisions 
as its best sellers. Yes, we have Canadian 
Idol and American Idol, but the numbers 
show that the decline in sales is mirroring a 
decline in pop’s dominance aver our air- 
waves and our consciousness. 

The industry is still trying to figure out 
the formula for success in the download- 
ing era; but it needs to look back at 1999 
and realize that was the year of its biggest 
success, but also marked the explosion of 
the pop bubble. Maybe 1999 was just so 
over-the-top with pop sweetness, that the 
public just got tired of the saccharine. And, 
a new generation of teens is just ignoring 
pop’ music altogether. w

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Sweatshop Union finds its way in the past

‘ancouver's hip-hop group with 
\ ] a social conscience, Sweat- 
shop Union, has come a long 
way since it released “The Truth We 
Speak” off its debut Local 604 over 
five years ago. Now its fourth record, 
Water Street, named after one of the 
oldest districts in Vancouver and also 
the street that nurtured the group dur- 
ing its beginnings, is being released 
this week. 

“| think we’re really trying to 
come clean with our audience. 
There have been some personal 
songs in the past but, in general, the 
feeling of [Water Street] is more 
carefree,” says group member Mos 
Eisley. “It’s still serious but it’s more 
about how we're feeling instead of 
just world issues.” 

While Sweatshop Union isn't plan- 
ning to make music about shiny cars 
and female conquests anytime soon, 
Eisley admits that the group hopes 
that its music will force people to be 
more socially aware without sound- 
ing preachy. 

“I feel like when we first came 
out, [being preachy] was definitely 
something that we were associated 
with,” reflects Eisley, who also 
notes that the group is always 
working towards finding a balance 
between acknowledging world 
issues and offering solutions 
instead of simply “making everyone 
feel crappy about them.” 

“We just wanted to shake off that 
image even [when we were mak- 
ing] the last album,” he admits. 
“We're not really telling you how 
you should feel. Not that we did in 
the past, but I think [any] percep- 
tion [that we did] will be a lot less 
this time.”

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Sweatshop Union joined the hip- 
hop scene in 2000, and for those who 
remember what Canadian hip hop 
was like circa the new millennium it’s 
noteworthy to see how much things 
have changed. 

“| think that a lot of the people 
that were in their embryonic stage 
back then have definitely flour- 
ished,” says Eisley. “When we were 
first getting into hip hop and decid- 
ing that we kind of wanted to do 
this, there were people like K-os 
who barely made a couple of 
videos and who hadn't yet become 
the K-os that people know now. 
He's definitely blossomed into this 
whole other person and has had a 
lot of success. 

“Also, people like Kardy, who we 
really respected, but he was very 
local at the time,” he continues. “I 
think he’s almost international now. 
People know who he is. So in that 
sense, I think [Canadian hip hop] has 
changed quite a bit. [But] there really 
is no such thing as American or 
Canadian hip hop.” 


IN CANADA, the supposed credibili- 
ty of urban artists has often been 
linked to sales figures or the opin- 
ions of tastemakers in the USA, 
but Eisley feels that it is those who 
take the time to tour and visit their 
fans that really deserve praise and 
respect. 

“I gotta say people like Classified 
definitely made quite a bit of a 
movement in Canada—like he did

If the name Nightstalkers sounds famil- 
iar, but you're not quite sure why, there 
are a couple of possible explanations.

f you made a list of Toronto-based 
[creme David Celia could 

draw a pretty impressive connect- 
the-dots picture between himself and 
quite a few of them, 

The rootsy-pop songwriter had no 
shortage of friends to help him make 
sounds on This Isn't Here, his second 
release featuring, among others, ex- 
Blue Rodeo keyboarder Bob Wiseman 
and Joan Benson of the Prairie Oysters. 

He chalks such rampant collabora- 
tion up to the music scene in Toronto. 

“Toronto's circle of musicians is 
pretty incestual; if you're out 
there, you're going to see the 
same stuff,” Celia explains over 
the phone from Toronto, home for 
a brief stint between tours. “If 
you're going out to see a collec- 
tion of stuff you like, you're going 
to meet those people.” 

He'll be touring Alberta solo (hey, 
it’s expensive to take a band on tour), 
but given his collaborative record, 
Celia could easily end up meeting 
more supporting musicians outside 
the Toronto city limits. It’s not like he 
meticulously plans these things. 

“Everybody I've ever met, | always 
meet as friends first, and then we may 
or may not work together later,” Celia 
says. “I always noticed that when 
you're not looking for things too hard, 
they kind of just fall into place

nih McAlister is currently holed 
up in Vancouver, it wasn’t that long 
ago that he would have been right at 
home, so to Speak, having spent close 
to a decade living there, pretty much 

up until he released his sophomore 
album, The Way it Rolls, late last year. 
Then he quietly moved back to his 
hometown of Calgary, though even 
McAlister has a hard time pinpointing 
exactly when the move took place. 

“| don't know,” he chuckles. “I sort 
of snuck in there in the past year. I’ve 
been on the road so much and I've 
been spending a lot of time there. | 
probably established it in June. I took 
a month off and just stayed there. It’s 
been something | wanted to do for a 
while, head back to Alberta.” 

The songwriter is happy to be back 
where his family is at, but he hasn’t 
abandoned the band that’s been grinding 
out life on the road alongside him. There 
have been a couple of shifts in member- 
ship over the last couple of years, but 
McAlister’s Iron Choir has been putting 
-in its time and the band has locked into a 
locomotive-like rhythm. Given the intri- 
cate nature of McAlister's songs—the 
man’s own fusion of jazz, country and 
tock ‘n’ roll guitar lines fuse with the lap 
steel and dobro lines of Chris Herbst, 
while Craig McCaul and Brendan Krieg 
hold it all together on bass and drums, 
respectively—it’s no wonder that he likes 
to perform with the Iron Choir whenever 
possible. 

"Occasionally | like to sneak in a solo 
show just to do something a little differ- 
ent and challenge myself,” he admits. “I 
don't do a lot of them, and I guess the 
reason for is when I write a song | tend 
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to arrange it with a band in mind and 
it’s been that way since day one. There 
are songs that I have, having done solo 
shows in the past, that it doesn’t feel 
like | can pull them off as a solo artist. 

“They don't really work into that 
singer-songwriter—or the singer-song- 
wrecker, as | like to call it—context, 
really, because of the arrangements,” 
he continues. “It’s kind of like 1 would 
be playing a quarter of four pieces that 
make up a whole and that doesn't real- 
ly work in my mind.” 


STILL, EVEN AS A fervent admirer of 
the whole, McAlister occasionally 
needs a break from shouldering the 
heavy responsibility that comes along 
with leading an independent band in 
today’s DIY music industry. 

“We released our record in October 
and we've been back and forth across 
the country pretty much non-stop,” he 
recalls. “In June | had a solo Europe 
stint booked with three of my friends 
who are songwriters from Vancouver, 
but it’s been a tough year, being on 
the road and being broke in Ontario ... 
going to places that don’t pay—but 
having said that Ontario’s been good 
and we had to do it—but just going 
through that and going through a 


couple of tough times this year, per- 
sonal things, I hit a wall and 1 burnt 
out, so I cancelled that and it’s actual- 
ly the best thing I could have done."

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Dennis Wilson, Pacific Ocean Blue 
(Caribou) The late Dennis Wilson, the 
middle brother in the Beach Boys' trio of 
Wilsons, released his one and only solo 
album in 1977, but 
the disc has lan- 
guished out of print 
since 1991—until 
this new two-disc 
Legacy Edition 
release, featuring 
the album’s original 
12 tracks (and four 
bonus ones) on the 
first CD and the 
remnants of the fol- 
lowup that Wilson 
himself had aban- 
doned years before 
his 1983 death on 
the second. 

There's little doubt that the original 
LP is the real gold here, conjuring up a 
lush and melancholy world as it plays 
out. As a title, Pacific Ocean Blue does 
double duty, conjuring up both images 
of the ocean playground that provided 
so much inspiration for the Beach 
Boys over the years, as well as adding 
a touch of sadness to that scene by 
referencing the blues, most overtly in 
the addition of an “s” at the end of the 
song which acts as the album’s title 
track; “Pacific Ocean Blues,” is a dark, 
funky song, highlighted by Wilson’s 
soulful voice singing, “It’s no wonder 
the Pacific Ocean is blue.” 

The record leaves little doubt that 
those were troubled times for Wilson, but 
it also stands as a testament to a man 
who, at the very least, was well aware of 
the path that his fun-loving, hard-drink- 
ing lifestyle was leading him down. 

The album opens with “River Song,” 
where a bright piano and a soaring 
gospel-soul choir lead the way for 
Wilson to both lament the encroachment 
of the modern (mid-'70s) world upon the 
earth and suggest his own struggles: “1 
was born into the city life / It’s all that 
I've ever known / You know it’s rough 
gettin’ round this place / So crowded I 
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can hardly breathe.” 

But this is not an album for wallow- 
ing in depression. No, Wilson is work- 
ing through his thoughts, be they 
inspired by his 
own demons—on 
“Time” he sings, 
"I'm the kind of 
guy / Who loves to 
mess around / 
Know a lot of 
women / But they 
don't fill my 
heart”—or larger 
issues, as on the 
title track's cry, 
"The flagship of 
death is an old 
whaling trawler / 
The people are ris- 
ing over whale killing crawlers.” 

While slow and moving is the 
approach most of the music takes 
here, there are some variations: 
“What's Wrong” is an upbeat shuffle 
that wouldn't have been out of place 
on a Beach Boys album, and 
“Dreamers” is a smouldering tune that 
gradually bursts into a full-on flame. 

Among the tracks on the second CD, 
largely drawn from the sessions for 
Wilson's aborted followup album, are 
some real gems like the practically epic 
“Wild Situation” and the overlapping of 
Wilson's soul vocals and ABBA-like 
female backup vocals on “School Girls,” 
but for the most part there’s a bit of a 
sense of disappointment here as few of 
the songs here do much more than 
Wilson had already accompished with 
the first album—though that’s hardly his 
fault, given that he never followed this 
album through to completion. 

Perhaps the oddest track here is a 
Wilson song, “Holy Man,” for which 
the vocals were never done, allowing 
for Foo Fighters drummer Taylor 
Hawkins to step in with a voice that is 
not quite as soulful as Wilson’s, com- 
ing off in the end as a unneccesary 
addition to an otherwise solid pack- 
age. —EDEN MUNRO / eden@vueweekly.com

Even Richards’ solo material follows the 
same path, too, with chords swirling around 
the drums, carving songs out of the air around 
them. But every now and then it seems that 
the oldest of rock ‘n’ roll’s pirate kings can pull 
out something to surprise listeners. 

This self-titled record by Wingless Angels 
is most definitely not a Richards album, yet 
the man is all over the music, with guitar, 
piano and vocals. The album has its roots as 
far back as 1972 when the Stones recorded 
Goats Head Soup in Kingston, Jamaica, lead- 
ing to Richards falling in love with the coun- 
try and buying a home there. 

It was at Richards’ home—in his back- 
yard, in fact—that he recorded the musi- 
cians who make up Wingless Angels, ini- 
tially capturing the songs sometime in the 
early-90s and then working away at 
adding guitars and fiddles to the mix over 
the next few years. 

Despite the potential for disaster when 
overdubbing on top of a spontaneous base,

Richards shows real restraint in what and 
how he adds to the songs of Nyabinghi 
Rastafarian chanting and drumming; the 
instruments are just barely there, never 
intruding and always supporting. 

The recording itself sounds effortless, 
with the sounds of the Jamaican forest— 
birds and frogs and the like—creeping 
into the songs and 
filling empty 
spaces, while 
Richards and the 
musicians exchange 
jokes and share in 
the laughter 
between tracks. 

While Richards 
has demonstrated 
plenty of lave for reg- 
gae over the years, 
integrating the sound 
into a good number 
of Stones’ tracks and 
his own solo materi- 
al, along with quest spots alongside Toots 
Hibbert ("Careless Ethiopians” and 
“Pressure Drop") and the late Peter Tosh 
(“Bush Doctor" and “Stand Firm”), it’s still 
absolutely impressive how well he blends 
into the mix of musicians on this album. 

Known primarily for his guitar playing, 
Richards voice is integral—and perfectly 
suited—for 

The highlights here are many and fre- 
quent, as the musicians pull out songs 
both familiar (“Rivers of Babylon,” which 
appeared on the soundtrack to the 1972's 
The Harder They Come and has been 
recorded by everyone from Steve Earle to 
Boney M) and lesser known (the gently 
rolling “Ring Qut.Mt Zion Bells”). 

At just over an hour in length, Wingless 
Angels is a musical journey that's relaxing 
and inspiring—the common thread here 
being the uplifting nature of the record- 
ing—and one that is well worth the time 
to close your eyes and take the trip. v

Yo soy gay! 


Mexico AIDS conference could be a 
watershed event for MSM community

In an Aug 1 speech at the MSM Global 
Forum Pre-Conference, outgoing 
UNAIDS (The Joint United Nations Pro- 
gramme on HIV/AIDS) executive director 
Peter Piot referenced a Washington Post 
reporter who had written that the 17th 
annual AIDS Conference, which was to 
Start a few days later, would be for the 
MSM (men who have sex with men) 
community what the 2000 International 
AIDS Conference in Durban was for 
AIDS in Africa. 

This heady prediction is nothing to 
ignore. It was because of the Durban 
conference that money and global 
awareness was mobilized to deal with 
HIV/AIDS in Africa and it was then and 
there that a decade of how we think of 
HIV/AIDS was shaped. 

Before Durban, HIV/AIDS was in dan- 
ger of becoming a non-issue for many 
people in North America, but because of 
the images and information that poured 
out of the conference about how AIDS 
was ravaging the continent, a renewed 
commitment to the pandemic was felt 
around the world. AIDS went from 
something as ‘90s as Alanis Morissette’s 
“You Ought to Know” to something syn- 
onymous with Africa and human rights. 

The reporter's prediction, if true, will 
change the way gay is understood 
around the world and how gay men’s 
sexual health is prioritized from Singa- 
pore to the Ukraine and everywhere in 
between. If willing national govern- 
ments and international organizations 
like the UN begin to focus on gay men’s 
health, it will generate new funds for 
gay men’s health research and push 
countries with oppressive laws and 
taboos to enact change. 

At the heart of the renewed foeus on 
MSM is rising rates of HIV and other ST! 
infections among men who have sex 
with men, an understanding of the inter- 
connected role between homophobia 
and HIV infeetion and an acknowledg- 
ment of the enormously beneficial con- 
tribution of the queer community during 
the early days of AIDS, a role which has 
declined over the past decade. 

“Let us not forget.” said Piot “that in 
the early ‘80s it was the gay community 
that responded first. We need to see 
that again.” 

Jeffery O'Malley of the UN Develop- 
ment Program echoed Piot’s remarks at 
the conference the following day, say- 
ing, “We all know that it was gay men 
and trans people that invented safer 
sex,” O'Malley recounted. “We all know 
that it was gay men, trans people and 
lesbians who created homecare for peo- 
ple living with HIV.” As a gay man who 
has worked in HIV/AIDS for more than a 
decade, he has seen haw his colleagues 
“tried hard not to be seen as too gay and 
to not focus too hard on gay areas.” 

This de-gaying of AIDS from a policy 
and funding level left the work to others. 
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“For every timid gay bureaucrat,” O’Mal- 
ly explained, “there were dozens of 
fierce queers on the ground, working in 
the fields who got the work [of HIV pre- 
vention and AIDS awareness] done.” 

As someone who has worked from 
the top levels of government as an out . 
gay man, Dr Jorge Saavedra, director 
of the National HIV/AIDS Programme 
of Mexico, finds that being out pro- 
vides him the best reason to be 
involved. “It was women who fought 
for women’s rights,” Cordova said dur- 
ing the conference's opening address 
“So why shouldn't gay men be leading 
the way for gay rights?” 


BEYOND SPEECHES, action is a key part 
of the Aug 3 - 8 Mexico Conference, 
supporting the belief that the conference 
may become a watershed moment for 
the MSM and HIV/AIDS community 

On Aug 2, just as the MSM pre-con- 
ference was concluding and less than 48 
hours before the main AIDS conference 
was to begin, the first-ever International 
March Against Homophobia started 
under El Angel de la Independecia—one 
of Mexico City’s most recognizable land- 
marks, a victory column erected to mark 
the country’s war of independence—and 
ended in the historic central Zocalo 
With 5000 participants from around the 
world taking part, including sex worker 
collectives and youth groups, the march 
closed down the Paseo de la Reforma, 
one of the city’s busiest roadways. 

After the closing ceremonies where 
UN Secretary General Ban Ki-moon, 
among others, referred to the need to 
focus on MSM HIV prevention, | was 
reminded by an HIV/AIDS outreach 
worker from Ontario as we walked 
away, that the conference means noth- 
ing unless it results in concrete action 

While it does seem that Piot and 
O'Malley, both of whom are with the 
UN, could be on-message, the point is 
that much-needed dialogue about men’s 
sexual health is being addressed. 

As for the possible effects that the 
conference's focus on MSM may 
have, one needs to look no further 
than the US presidential race. In a 
statement made by Democratic presi- 
dential nominee Barack Obama on the 
opening day of the conference regard- 
ing the Center for Disease Control's 
underreporting of new HIV infections, 
Obama had this to say: “We must also 
overcome the stigma that surrounds 
HIV/AIDS, a stigma that is too often 
tied to homophobia.” 

Regardless of what the future brings, 
the fact is that world leaders, bureau- 
crats and activists from all over the 
world are currently focusing on and 
fighting for sexual minority rights. We as— 
a community must work with this 
progress and eliminate our own internal 
and community-based homophobia 
When the world comes knocking to help 
us lower new HIV infections rates 
among us and to support us in creating a 
safer world for all people, we want to be 
part of the solution. w
